From tho above it will bo seen that 
in 1867 nearly $10,000,000 less of Can- 
adian produce was exported to the 
TTaited States than in. 1866, while there 
baa been in tnoroase "6f aboii't '^ouOJh" 
000 to Great Britain and S1,8SO,000 to 
Britibh North America. The docroaso 
in the' exports to the United States 
has boen in animaU; and in flour prin.> 
cipally — iho resuH' of thO abrogation 
of tho Keciprooity Treaty. In 18GG 
the total of imports was $53,802,313, 
against 859,048,987 in 1867. Tho in- 
creaso of nearly two millions and a half 
ill dutiable goods is made up chiefly in the 
aniolBB ol woollens (of which abont a million 
and a half woro inoported in 18G7 in 
excess of 1806), pugar, iron and barda 
ware, Indian com and other grains, 
freo to Auguat 15, ISGG, but subao- 
qaeutly paying duty. Tlio iucroaso in 
coin and bullion coming into Canada 
is very noticoablo, amounting to about 
$1,220,000. The following statoment

;.j,-from^ Great Britain over five millions 
of dollars worth more in 1867 than in 
1866, while frQin.the.Uqited Statosshe 
took iei'tf ib'i867 by 81,180,000. We 
''■'^aTifo'^ Snd that while that province im- 
ported from Great Britain in 1867 
much more than double her exports to 
that country, tho United Slates guvo 
hor nearly nine millions of dollars less 
than sho toolc, paying specie for a 
large sharo of tho balanco against 
thotu Tho Biimo fact was also appar- 
ent in ls6G, and in a inoro remarkable 
degree, but that year was exceptional 
in its character, orabraciug, as it did, 
> tbepeiiod of great activity previous 
to the abrogation of t ho iioci pro city 
Trealy. From those facis it would 
appear that the United States have 
more to gain by a new treaty than 
Canada has, and that it oould hardly 
fail to benefit 'both coontries. 



2lst the Galata left Glenelg; at noon that 
day she was reported off Port MuDonnell 
and on the 23d arrived at Port Phillip

(lowers, and after receiving an address 
from tho Mayor of Sandridge, be entered 
the carriage, accompanied by the Govern- 
or and tho equerries in waiting, amidst 
the nccliiniiitions of the multitude. The

An English ofDcer wriiea: Senafe cats so 
respeotahlo a figure on the map of Abysoinii 
and hai bean go much wrilteo /.abont 'i^apd, 
talked about as one of our prInoipSi poat* 
that I espeoted to Hod it a towa, or ait least; 
a large vUlage. 1 was oonsiderab'y as' 
tonisbed, thorcfure, at being told, as we 
entorod an open and rather barren looking 
valley, seemiDgly uninbaoiieil, about two 
miles rrom ibe tup of tlio Koonnayleti Push, 
that this was Senafe, and I was juai coming 
to the cODolusioo tbitt llie Scoutians burrow- 
ed in warrens like rabbits, when I caught 
flight of tw6 tfr'^ibTe'esinail claaters of wretub- 
ed hovels stowed away aoder the shelter of 
the mountain side. Tbey are built with clay 
stuck with rouL'h slonos, and only about sevi'D 
feat in lieight, with flat rooU, which must 
lead a hard life in (be rainy seaaon, but are 
of coDsiJerablo length nod broudib, having 
to hold alt the proprietor's cattle and Bhq,ep, 
as well na the more Immediate members , oj 
nia family.

Tho Prince's visit has been the ubsorb- 
incj topic of the month. Ilia Royiil 
Highness spent twenty-three days in 
• South Aostralia,, and; daring that time

his stay thoro ho received deputations 
and adtlresaes from all tho public liu lies, 
gave a levee at Government House, 
attended banquets and balls got up in 
honor of his v;sit, was serenaded by six 
hnndred members of the: German musical 
societies each bearing a torch, rovtowcd 
tho vohiutoers, attended the opnra and 
was so delighted with tlin niagnificeut 
impersonation of Madamo Eacott ug tlio 
Duchess of Feriara, and Mr. Squires ns 
. Gonaro, in Lucrezia Borgia, that ho lins 
become the patrou of the Lyster troupe 

r -"''during their stay in tho colcnies. On 
tho 5th ult, he luid the foundiition stiiiie 
of tho VVotleyiiii Collego, and aficrwnids 
visited the Kaputida mines; then H])ent a 
week in the lake country, fishing, shoot' 
ing, witnessing native corruborcos and 
o! her\Y,iBp enjoying himself. Ou Uie night 
'of llie Idii) be atteuded a grand 'bull at 

.,>j'CidiecameDti£[ouBe,'and on . tba gOtb m 



ofjet'tatoi's; and eleven tiiousand scbon 
children sang the national nnthcm. Tho 
procession then proceeded westward down 
■Collins street, where a triumphal arch had 
been erected, through William, Bourko, 
and Spring streets to t!ic Treasury — 
where tho Addresses from the jjcgislativo 
Council nnd Assembly were prescuiid 
(iinid immense cheering. From tho Tren 
sury the prooeB8ion.''.pr^oeeded along 6o!- 
lins street and Swanston street to Toorak 
where Government House was placed at 
his entire disposal. 

The cxi'iteincnt was iram-inso and the 
day singularly free from accidents. 'I'h 
only one of any note being an infant crash- 
ed to death 111 the arms of its mother, 
who had thoughtlessly rushed with the 
throng to seo the Prince. At night, 
Fitzroy Gardens, one of the most spucious 
and tasteful amongst the public rcECrres 
set apart as "lungs for the city, ' was illu- 
minated with about 6000 colored- lamps , 
Chinese lanterns; .>'&o,i while from the 
FlagstaU hill and other parts of ihe city 
Qreworks were displayed, and as far as the 
eyo could reach or telescope aid the vision, 
every hill wiiliin a radius of fifty miles 
was crested with flames. Such bonfires 
never were seen before, some of them 
contained over 100 tons of firewood ren-< 
dered still more iudammnb e by the addi-< 
tion of tar, resin, &c. On Tuesday the 
Prince held a levee, at whir.h 2000 per- 
sons were present, and in the evening the 
illumiiiiitioiis, par excellence, took place, 
l']very form of ^ns device all descriptioi s 
of traii.sparencie.'', in fact everything nnd 
aiiylhing that would add to the brilliancy 
of the scene had been provided, and the 
Prince, being driven throngh the principal 
streets with Sir Manners and Lady Sut- 
ton, stated that even in fjondon he Imd 
never seen anything so biilliant, except 
the reception of tlio Piinces of Wales. 
On the t^itli the festivities commenced 
with a cricket match — Natives of Austra- 
lia against the World, which the former 
won. At night there was another display 
of firowo'ks and illuminations during 
which nn event occurred which has to 
sotuo extent raarrei] tho eclat of tho occa^ 
sion. On the Protestant Hull a large 
public building in which tho Orange 
f jorigps meet, a transparency was display- 
ed which olTendcd .some of the Roraiiti 
Catholic p;irty, wlio have on almost ovary 
occasion used their iiilltioiico to repress 
any public nets 'rnding to advance thj 
interests of their Protestant fellow 
colonists A party of Oatjiolic?,. .attacked 
tho building and destroyed the' transH 
parency, and in return were fired upon by 
.somo of the ininates of the building, who 
shot tliree of the Cutliolic parly. Next 
di\y four of iliu Orj,i)go puny were arrest* 
ed and rcmunded for a week. On Tliurs» 
day there was a grand free banqnet to 
the poor and never was snch a spread 
seen before in Australia. Covers were 
laid for 20,000; it committee of 200 innr- 
ricd ladies, each nssi-ited by seven young 
ladies and geiulcmen ad libttum, aetetl 
es hostesses, croupiers and waiters, 
h'ouniaius of native - wloo supplied the 
beverages, and between gaests and 8pec> 
tutors fully 100,000 persons were present; 
but llio festivities were marred l)y tlio 
absence of the Prince, wlioso conduct in 
acting tliu.s has given great oirence to 
tho colonists wlioso bounty gratuitously 
[irovided.a free, repast for^ tbeir ^poorer: 
brethren. The Priiice visited I lie theatre 
at night, and next day laid tho foundation 
Btono of tho new Town Hall.
